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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants remarks have been carefully 
considered. The remarks indicate that applicant has a significantly more restrictive and specific understanding of the word "query" than is 
suggested by the claims or the specification. A "query" is a request for information, a question (see at least attached pages of Newton's 
Telecom Dictionary p.563, and Merrian-Webster Collegiate Dictionary, p.955; included herewith on form PTO-892). Microsoft 's computer 
dictionary defines "query" as "1 . The process of extracting data from a database and presenting it for use. 2. A specific set of instructions 
for extracting particular data repetitively" (see attached dictionary pages and form PTO-892). Thus automatically generating a query is 
automatically generating instructions for extracting data, or automatically requesting data. The most restrictive definition is still broad 
enough to encompass both the prior art and the present application. Applicant does nothing to narrow this definition. Regarding the 
argument that navigation and storage in a hierarchical structure excludes Spiegel, it is pointed out that Spiegel discusses locating and 
storing items in browse trees and other heirarchical structures extensively. Applicant is reminded that the examiner cites columns and line 
numbers in the references as applied to the claims for the convenience of the applicant. Although the specified citations are 
representative of the teachings in the art and are applied to the specific limitations within the claims, other passages and figures may 
apply as well. It is respectfully requested that, in preparing responses, the applicant fully consider the references in entirety as potentially 
teaching all or part of the claimed invention, as well as the context of the passage as taught by the prior art or disclosed by the examiner. 
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
